DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-5, 7-13, 15, 17-40 are pending in tlie application. 

This Office Action is in response to the reply received on 27 February 

2008. 

Claims 1-5, 7-13, 15, 17-40 are pending in the application. 
Any rejection from the previous office action, which is not restated here, is 
withdrawn. 

Claims 1-5, 7-13, 15, 17-40 are presented for examination on the merits. 
Rejoinder 

Claims 1-5, 7-13, 15, 17-20 and 21 directed to an allowable product. 
Additionally, claims 22-27, drawn to a related product, have been placed in scope 
and condition for allowance by Examiner's amendment (see below). Pursuant to 
the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(b), claims 28-35, directed to the 
process of making or using the allowable product, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, hereby rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. Claims 36-40, directed to the 
invention(s) of Group V require all the limitations of an allowable product claim, 
and have NOT been rejoined since it is drawn to a PRODUCT with different 
scope. 

Because a claimed invention previously withdrawn from consideration 
under 37 CFR 1 .142 has been rejoined, the restriction requirement between 
groups l-V as set forth in the Office action mailed on 20 July 2005 is hereby 
withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the

rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a 
continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the 
limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections 
over the claims of the instant application.
